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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  7. — The  Traders  Live  Stock  Exchange,  complainant,  v.  The  Union 
Stock  Yard  and  Transit  Co.,  defendant.  This  is  a  proceeding  under  the  packers 
and  stockyards  act,  1921,  in  accordance  with  orders  duly  issued  under  that  act, 
holding  that  the  reweigh  charges  imposed  by  the  defendant's  tariffs  No.  1  to 
No.  4  at  Chicago  were  discriminatory.  A  hearing  was  held  in  January,  1929, 
and  oral  argument  was  presented  by  the  parties  before  the  Acting  Secretary  on 
April  2,  1930.  It  was  found  that  the  complainants  failed  to  establish  damage 
with  reasonable  certainty  and  the  complaint  for  reparation  on  account  of  dis- 
crimination was  dismissed  on  April  15,  1930. 

Docket  No.  307. — In  re  Wool  Growers  Commission  Company  (Inc.),  market 
agency,  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  111.  On  January  25,  1930,  the  Acting 
Secretary  issued  an  inquiry  and  notice,  alleging  that  respondent  was  insolvent, 
in  that  it  was  unable  to  pay  its  debts  as  they  became  due  in  the  usual  course  of 
business.  On  February  28,  1930,  a  hearing  was  held  at  which  time  both  parties 
were  represented  by  counsel.  Several  witnesses  were  called  by  the  Government 
and  testified.  The  respondent  did  not  call  any  witnesses.  On  April  7,  1930,  the 
respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  for  six  months, 
with  leave,  however,  during  said  period,  to  apply  for  revocation  of  its  suspension 
upon  a  showing  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  it  is  then  solvent.

"Cres-Ada-Cide"  is  identical  with  "Crestall 
Dip"  manufactured  by  Baird  &  McGuire  (Inc.),  of  Holbrook,  Mass. 

To  the  Germalene  Chemical  Co.,  of  Houston,  Tex.,  for  the  distribution  and  use 
of  ''Crestall  Dip"  under  the  name  of  "Germalene  Cresol  Compound"  in  the 
general  disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and  other  premises.  "Germalene  Cresol 
Compound"  is  identical  with  "Crestall  Dip"  manufactured  by  Baird  &  McGuire 
(Inc.),  of  Holbrook,  Mass. 


PERMITTED  DIP  FOR  SCABIES  OF  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 

The  Breeders  Supply  Co.,  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  has  been  granted  permission 
by  the  department  to  distribute  "Grasselli  Lime-Sulphur  Solution"  under  the 
name  of  "Bremco  Dip"  for  use  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for 
scabies.  Dilutions  permitted:  For  cattle,  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  15  gallons  of  water; 
for  sheep.  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  20)4  gallons  of  water. 


SUPPLEMENTAL  INSTRUCTIONS  IN  CONNECTION  WITH   OVERTIME 

In  connection  with  the  submission  of  overtime  pay  rolls  and  time  reports,  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  the  bureau  be  furnished,  immediately  after  the  close  of 
each  month,  a  list  of  all  employees  who  have  performed  overtime  service  after 
the  regular  pay  roll  was  forwarded.  It  will  then  be  assumed  that  those  names 
were  not  starred  on  the  pay  roll,  as  inspectors  in  charge  must  not  under  any  con- 
ditions undertake  to  anticipate,  before  the  overtime  week  is  closed,  that  an 
employee  will  perform  overtime  service.  No  side  remarks  or  reference  what- 
ever, other  than  those  authorized  in  Circular  Letter  1644  and  supplemental 
instructions  should  be  made  on  the  regular  roll.  One  inspector  in  charge,  on 
his  March  roll,  was  bold  enough  to  state  that  no  overtime  work  wTould  be  per- 
formed, but  he  guessed  incorrectly,  and  the  employee  may  not  be  paid. 
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Some  stations  using  the  long  form,  1013a,  for  submitting  their  regular  monthly 
pay  rolls  use  the  same  form  for  their  overtime  roll,  though  there  may  be  only  a 
few  names  on  the  overtime  roll.  Overtime  rolls  requiring  not  more  than  20  lines 
should  be  submitted  on  the  short  forms,  1013d  and  1013e,  which  may  be  obtained 
through  requisition  on  the  bureau  storeroom.  Form  T-52  must  accompany 
each  overtime  roll.
